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DYNAMITE AND BOMBS. 


The Chicago Police Seizing the 


End of tHe Switchtenders’ Big 
Freight Blockade. 


The Local Brewery Employes Threatening 
Trouble—A Slgnificant Card Issued To-Day 
—Knapp, Stout & Co. “s Sawmill Shut Down, 
Owing to a Strike of the Hands—The Labor 
Situation Here and at Other Points. 


CHICAGO, May 7.—The police have discovered 
more dynamite material, but refuse to say 
where it was found as they have hopes of dis- 
covering the manufacturer. One was formed 
of a shell of lead, about four inches in diame- 
ter andjas round as an orange. 
cast in two parts. The two cups are fastened 
together by an iron bolt, running through 
them, and fastened at the top by a three-quar- 
ter inch nut, just like the one found in ithe 
hole supposed to have been made by the bomb 
on Desplanes street. The bomb is filled with 
explosives and some iron bullets. In the 
shell near the nutja hole, one-eighth of an 
inch in diameter, has been drilled, and in this 
a@fuse was inserted. The entire bomb, fast- 
ened together, weighs between ten and sixteen 
ounces, 

In another place was found two pieces of 
gas pipe, each about eight inches in length. 
One ig about an inch and otheran inch and a 
half in diameter. The bottom of the pipe is 
filed with lead cast in clay. The top, in 
which the fuse is placed, is made of a neat 
block of wood. It is intimated that the men, 
who made these bombs knew who made the 
one flrod on Tuesday night. 
now believe that the fring ot the bomb on 
Tuesday night was a little premature and the 
viloschemers miscalculated their power. If 
they had rested quietly fora time, the result 
would have been much worse for the city, and 
as one expressed it, There would have been 
a hell in Chicago. 
aul Smith, one of the Coroner's jury in the 
inquest on the body of Officer Deegan, is much 
agitated on account of mysterious threats 
made against him by anarchistic friends of 
Spies.

Judge Gresham Gives the Receivers a Sound 
Rap for Neglect of Duty. 


CHICAGO, May 7.—Judge Gresham was pre- 
sented with another petition yesterday for 
protection for the Wabash Rallroad against 
the striking freight-handlers. In accordance 
with his ideas it was signed by the receivers of 
the company instead of by their attorneys. 
An affidavit was submitted by the Superin- 
tendent of Transportation, K. H. Wade, 


stating that some of his men wanted to resume 
work but the strikers would not permit them 
to do so. Judge Gresham said he would 
make an order on the request for 
Deputy Marshals to-day, but it would 
not be agreeable to the receiver, should it be 
and order ordering the Marshals to take the 
property in charge. If he shouid decide to 
make such an order he should also remove 
Messrs. Humphries and Tutt as receivers of 
the Illinois property and appoint a good Illi- 
nois man in their place, who would be receiver 
in factand notin nameonly. The conduct of 
the receivers during the strike was not by 
any means satisfactory. Humphries was in 
New York, where he appeared to spend most 
of his time, Tutt was in St. Louts, and neither 


had appeared to do much as officers of the 
road.

PITTSBURG’sS DEPRESSION, 


Effects of the Pending Labor Troubles and 
Strikes—The End Not Yet. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 7.—The labor difficulties 
have caused a depression in business that is, 
perhaps, doing more injury to the building 
trade than to any other. It is essimated that 
nearly a half-million dollars’ worth of busi- 
ness in Pittsburg and Allegheny has been. lost 
since the labor troubles began. Builders and 
contractors complain about contracts that 


have been broken, plumbers and supply 
dealers, furniture and lumbermen of orders 
that have been countermanded, and every one 
is uneasy. No manufacturer is buying any 
stock, and all are holding on to what they now 
have. The advance in the price of carrying 
ore, of coke and the wages of the laborers, 
added to a feeling that the end has not come 
yet, make all the iron men very shy. 


THE IRON TRADE. 


Trouble Feared at the Calumet Company’s 
Works—New Men Hired. 


CuicaGco, May 7.—There was no disturb- 
ance at Cummings, the location of the large 
works of the Calumet Iron and Steel Works, 
this morning, but it was greatly feared that 
trouble would occur during the day. This 
fear was based on the report that the Calumet 
Iron and Steel Company was going to bring a 
number of new men to the mills. The strik- 


ers said they were determined the new men 
would not go to work. Dave Scott, the sta- 
tion agent, was driven out of town last night

a bill, and the leading strikers have been en- 
joined by the Circuit Court to keep away from 
the company’s works. 


Builders’ and Laborers’ Strike. 


NRW YorK, May 7.— Three hundred builders 
and laborers inthe employ of Mertz & Sons at 
Rochester have struck work for nme hours“ 
work per day, except Saturday, ven they de, 
mand elght hours. The firm will stop work 
rather than accede to the demand. Mf. Metz 
made an effort this morning to ascertain 
whether any of his men belonged to the Knights 
of Labor, but was unsuccessful. Itis his in. 
tention not to re-employ anyone belonging to 
that organization. 


Settling Strikes. 


CINCINNATI, May 7.—The settlements with 
strikers more than over- balance the new 
strikes. The hostlers at the street railway 
stables have struck for $12 a week. The car- 


penters have issued a cironlar calling on all to 
work eight hours for eight hours’ pay, so as to 
give employment to the idle. It is thought 
that most of the carriage factories will be run- 
ning by Monday. The Mayor keeps up pre- 
cautionary moasures.

COMMERCIAL CHAT. 


The Elevator Men and the Grain Trade— 
Exchange Gossip. 


The chat with O. H. Albers published in yea- 
terday’s Posr-Disr Aron created considerable 
discussion on the floor to-day pro and con on 
the sublect of the elevator men and the grain 
trade. The elevator med were somewhat warm 
over the view of their business taken by Mr. 
Albers. Mr. Charles Isaacs of the Advance 
Elevator expressed about the the view of 
the other side. He sald: ‘‘We are 
forced into trading in grain, because 
if we did notsend out and bring the grain to 
St. Louis, there would be mighty little grain 
brought here, and the elevators woald not be 
able to pay their running expenses. We are 
bound to protect our property and to make it 
pay. It is absurd to talk about consignment 
business, such as Albers referred 
to. That kind of business is not 
done at present, To got 
oné must go into the country and bay it. If 
we depended on consignments to run the ele- 
vators they would all be closed in short order. 
The trouble with Albers is just this, that he 
has been cut out of commissions which ho 
made by buying for exporters and shippers. 
It is the loss of 1-16c commission that he is ob- 
jecting to. When he controlled the market 
and shippers had to bid on allthe grain they 
got, Albers would run the market up 
on them by bidding until they were forced to 
go to him and get him to buy for them, and he 
received his coramissions for it. Now most of 
the grain is bought by rivate sale. An ex- 
porter, instead of idding tor a ce 
amount and giving the commission men a 
chance to run up the price, goes to heav 
receivers, such as Grier or Cleary, and buys 
in the block. It would be al- 
most impossible to ather up 
amounts from commission men in th 
way. Ifthe elevator men find that they have 
to Bey and hold grain to make the elevators 
pay why shouldn't they do it? It is a legitimate 
and fair business, andthe truth is if they did 
not doit there would often not be a bushel of 
grain in these elevators.

Fleets of the Powers Blockading the Greek 
Perts—Great Enthusiasm in Athens Over the

ATHENS, May 7.—The government has sent a 
gunboat to Constantinople to take away from 
the Turkish capital M. Condurett, the Greek 
Minister. Greek troops are being hurried to 
the front with all possible speed. 

WARLIKE MOVEMENTS. 

The soldiers at the garrison here received 
with cheers the orders to march to the frontier. 

Tewfk Bey, the Turkish Minister, when he 
departed hence to-day, took with him all the 
members of the staff of the Turkish Legation, 
and caused all his and their personal effects 
to be removed. The Secretaries of 
the other foreign Legations will remain 
man unofficial capacity, for a time at least. 
The Russian Minister did not leave when the 
other Ministers departed, not having been in- 
structed todo so. The Pelepounesian army 
has been ordered to Thessaly.

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THE PNEUMATIC TREATMENT. 


A Cure for Consumption Discussed by the 
Doctors—Other Subjects in Session. 


In the section on materia médica and physi- 
ology yesterday afternoon at the Medical Con- 
vention Dr. Herbert F. Williams of New 
York read a paper on ‘‘Pneumatic Differen- 
tiation,’’ chiefly remarkable as illustrated by 
experiments with a pneumatic cabinet. The 
cabinét was placed on the stage and excited a 
great deal of interest before the sec- 


tion was called It ts 
about five I 
enough for a man to sit Inside. The material 
used in its construction is wrought fron, and 
a sheet of plate giass fills half of the front. 
The glass lays upon a rim bag of compressed 
alr, and is bolted down so firmly that the 
edges are perfectly airtight. The door is at 
the back, and is provided with lock bolts and 
slots, similar to those of a safe door, only 
they work outside of the cabinet, and are 
operated by a powerful lever. A bellows on 
top is the essential feature 
apparatus. The use of 
net is to ald inthe cure of porte ay wy 
andis constructed on the approved eory 
that an incipient consumptive placed under 
such influences that all portions of his lungs 
may be made active will be enabled to throw 
off the disease. In effecting the cure a patient 
sits inside the cabinet, which is looked 
tightly. In his mouth is a rubber tube con- 
nected with an India rubber faucet opening 
outside the cabinet. The air is partially ex- 
hausted from about him by the bel- 
lows thus relieving the pressure 
of the atmosphere from 16 pounds to 
the square inch to 16 or 144% pounds per square 
inch. On opening the faucet the outside air 
rushes through the tube and tothe remotest 
air celis of the lungs. The movement of the 
bellows is alternated, and the air is expelled 
from the lungs, so the breath! is mechani- 
cal and outside the volition of the patient. Its 
energy is within the control of the operator, 
The experiments of Dr. Williams, assisted b 
Joseph Ketchum, the inventor, illustrate 
this in an unique manner.
